Backstage  At  Moscow  With  Nikita  . . . 

'Fighting  Mad' Leader 


Summoned 

(MOSCOW— AP)  Nikita  Khrush- 
chev was  hauled  back  from  his 
Black  Sea  vacation  “fighting 
mad”  by  five  secret  policemen  to 
the  Communist  Party  meeting 
that  threw  him  out  of  office  last 
week,  informed  sources  reported 
Wednesday. 

THE  FIRST  TIP  Khrushchev 
had  that  the  party  Central  Com- 
mittee had  assembled  in  Moscow 
came  in  a telephone  call,  possibly 
from  Leonid  I.  Brezhnev,  the  man 
who  succeeded  him  as  First  Party 
Secretary,  they  said. 

The  sources  say  members  of 
the  Central  Committee  began 
gathering  in  Moscow  Oct.  11  or  12 
after  being  summoned  from  as 
far  way  as  New  Delhi,  where  the 
Soviet  Ambassador  is  a commit- 
tee member. 

CHARGES  WERE  drawn  up, 
then  someone  telephoned  Khrush- 
chev at  the  Black  Sea,  telling  him 
to  return  to  Moscow  for  a com- 
mittee meeting.  Khrushchev 
angrily  replied  that  he  was  First 
Secretary  and  would  decide  upon 
meetings.  He  could  not  be  order- 
ed around. 

The  Secret  Police  turned  up  a 
short  time  later  and  “escorted” 
Khrushchev  to  Moscow. 

A FIGHTING  MAD  Khrush 
chev  was  outvoted  in  a meeting 
of  the  11-member  Presidium  of 
the  170-member  Central  Commit- 
tee.

This  time,  Mikhail  Suslov  pre- 
sented the  indictment.  Khrush- 
chev replied,  then  looked  around 
at  his  followers,  expecting  sup- 
port. 

No  one  spoke  up  for  him  and 
Khrushchev  lost  the  First  Secre- 
tary’s job,  the  Premiership  and 
the  seat  on  the  Presidium  he  had 
held  since  1939.

The  Question  Of  Residency 


Whether  or  not  a student  may  claim  residency  in  the 
state  of  Utah  while  attending  college  has  been  a constant 
bewilderment  to  BYU  students. 

The  attorney  general  for  the  state  of  Utah,  A.  Pratt 
Kesler,  has  clarified  this  with  information  concerning  the 
establishment  of  residency  for  students. 

The  Utah  courts  have  never  passed  legislation  or  made 
a ruling  on  the  question  of  how  a student  obtains  a “resi- 
dence” within  the  meaning  of  the  election  title  of  the  Utah 
Code.  The  statutes  make  it  clear,  however,  that  a person 
neither  gains  nor  loses  a residence  by  attendance  at  an  edu- 
cational institution  in  the  State  of  Utah. 

According  to  Mr,  Kesler,  the  general  rule  is  that  attend- 
ance at  school  neither  entitles  nor  prevents  a student  from 
voting.  However,  if  a student  intends  to  reside  where  he  is 
presently  living,  he  will  have  a right  to  vote  at  that  place. 

If  he  is  only  living  in  that  place  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
attending  a scliool  and  intends  to  leave  upon  completion  of 
his  course,  he  has  no  right  to  vote  at  the  college  town. 

Where  a student  attends  college  intending  to  return  to 
his  former  home  after  graduation,  he  does  not  obtain  a vot- 
ing residence  at  the  college.  On  the  other  hand,  where  a 
student  does  not  intend  to  return  home  but  intends  to  re- 
main in  the  college  town  an  appreciable  length  of  time,  he 
may  vote  from  his  college  residence.  Moreover,  if  a student 
who  is  attending  college  has  no  intention  of  returning  home, 
but  is  not  certain  as  to  the  place  of  his  future  residence, 
he  may  also  vote  at  the  college  town.

OTIILE  NO  formal  reply  has  for  nuclear  testing. 

THE  MESSAGE  from  Chou 
was  received  in  Warsaw  by  Chin- 
ese Communist  Ambassador 
Wang  Kuo-Cbuan  and  delivered 
last  Monday  to  U.  S.  Ambassa- 
dor John  Moors  Cabot  for  trans- 
mittal to  the  White  House. 

It  was  the  first  time  the  State 
Department  officials  could  recall 
that  the  Warsaw  channel  had 
been  used  for  a direct  communi- 
cation between  the  heads  of  the 
two  governments. 

In  the  past,  any  such  messages 
have  been  routed  through  London 
by  the  British  Ambassador  in  Pe- 
king or  through  friendly  neutrals 
such  as  India  and  more  recently 
Pakistan. 

STATE  Department  Press  Of- 
ficer Richard  I.  Phillips,  acknow- 
ledging receipt  of  the  Peking  pro- 
posal, discounted  this  approach 
as  signaling  even  tacit  recogni- 
tion of  Communist  China  by  the 
United  States. 

Asked  if  acceptance  of  the  mes- 
sage in  any  way  changed  U.  S. 
nonrecognition  of  Communist 
China,  Phillips  replied  “No.’ 

Phillips  also  discouraged  the 
idea  that  this  represented  any 
upgrading  of  the  Ambassadorial 
talks  which  began  in  Geneva  in 
August  1955  and  later  were 
switched  to  Warsaw.  The  Am- 
bassadorial meetings — the  123rd 
will  be  held  about  Nov.  27 — start- 
ed as  a means  of  discussing  the 
release  of  American  prisoners 


held  by  Communist  China  and  the 
return  of  Chinese  in  the  United 
States  to  their  homeland. 

BOTH  JOHNSON  and  Rusk 
have  called  upon  Communist 
China  to  sign  the  limited  test  ban 
treaty  banning  nuclear  explos- 
ions in  the  atmosphere. 

In  addition,  Johnson  said  the 
United  States  would  continue  to 
work  for  a halt  to  all  nuclear 
tests — underground  as  well  as  in 
the  atmosphere  and  upper  space 
provided  adequate  safeguards 
to  verify  the  suspension  could  be 
worked  out. 

Communist  China  spurned  the 
nuclear  test  ban  agreement  and 
berated  both  the  Soviet  Union 
and  the  United  States  for  enter- 
ing into  the  agreement  a'  year 
ago.

New  York,  (AP) — Two  men  in 
dark  clothing  reportedly  over- 
powered Cosa  Nostra  Joseph 
(Joe*  Bannas)  Bonanno  at  gun- 
point on  a rainswept  Park  Ave- 
nue sidewalk  today.  He  was  sped 
away  struggling  in  a car. 

BONANNO.  ONE  of  the  na- 
tion’s top  mobsters,  was  to  have 
appeared  before  a crime-probing 
Federal  Grand  Jury  later  in  the 
day. 

Almost  immediately  the  FBI 
stepped  into  the  case,  as  bizaare 
as  any  fictional  movie  plot  — so 
much  so  as  to  raise  the  sugges- 
tion of  a hoax.  However,  there 
was  no  trace  of  Bonanno  and 
fears  were  expressed  that  he  may 
have  met  a gangland  execution. 

ATTORNEY  William  P.  Ma- 
loney told  police  Bonanno  was  a 
client  of  his  and  that  they  were 
together,  having,  just  left  a taxi, 
when  the  crime  syndicate  leader 
was  seized. 

He  added;  “Any  suggestion  that 
this  was  a dodge  to  get  him  out 
of  appearing  before  the  Grand 
Jury  is  utterly  ridiculous.” 


GOP  Chairman 
Blocks  Film 

WASHINGTON,  (AP)— Repub- 
lican National  Chairman  Dean 
Burch  said  Wednesday  the  con- 
troversial film  about  U.  S.  mor- 
ality entitled  “Choice,”  has  been 
withdrawn  “at  the  request  of  Sen. 
Goldwater.” 

THE  FILM,  made  and  sponsor- 
ed by  the  citizens  for  Goldwater- 
Miller,  was  to  have  been  shown 
over  the  National  Broadcasting 
Co.  network  Thursday  afternoon. 
It  depicted  scenes  of  girls  in  top- 
less bathing  suits,  pornography 
and  street  violence. 

A brief  statement  from  Burch 
said: 

“At  the  request  of  Sen.  Gold- 
water  the  citizens  for  Goldwater- 
Miller  film  entitled  ‘Choice’  has 
been  withdrawn.” 

FRED  JIULLEN,  Director  of 
the  News  Bureau  of  citizens  for 
Goldwater-Miller,  indicated  how- 
ever that  the  film  will  be  broad- 
cast after  some  editing. 

“Naturally,”  he  said  in  a state- 
ment, “We  are  acceding  to  the  re- 
quest of  the  Senator  and  are  pro- 
ceeding now  to  make  minor 
changes  in  the  film  to  take  into 
account  new  developments  . . . 
the  film  will  be  shown  as  soon 
as  possible.” 

NBC  OFFICIALS  had  deleted 
certain  sequences  which  the  net- 
work said  Wednesday  were  “con- 
sidered unduly  suggestive.”  The 
company’s  statement  added: 

“In  the  interest  of  freedom  of 
political  expression,  NBC  does  not 
attempt  to  censor  the  editorial 
content  of  paid  political  broad- 
casts. But  it  does  reserve  the 
right  to  question  material  that 
might  be  defamatory  or  morally 
improper  for  family  showing.” 

Russell  Walton,  Publicity  Di- 
rector of  citizens  for  Goldwater- 
Miller,  had  said  the  30-minute 
film  cost  $65,000  to  produce  and 
that  the  television  time  cost  $35- 
000.  He  said  the  money  was  being 
raised  by  donations  from  an  af- 
filiated group  known  as  "Moth- 
ers for  a Moral  America.”
